RE BHIINGTON 



Authorities Believe Ck)nfusion 
Has Been Caused. 



NEWS WAS IN LETTER 



He Was a Brilliant Athlete and 
Equally BrilUant ' 
' Student. 



Confirmation is lacking of the re- 
port-published in one of the evening 
newspapers of the death at the front 
of Ueut. Eric BilUngton, Sd. '13, of 
the Koyal Engineers, wcU-knowu 
throughout Canada a few years ago as 
a leading ' football player. This in 
fomiation was based upon the receipt 
at Ottawa of a letter from Sergt. Qeo. 
Kennedy, Med. '16, wiUi No. 3 (Mc- 
GUI) General Hospital, stating that 
Lieut. Bllllugton had been killed In 
actlou. 

Strong hopes arc veutertaiued at the 
University that such is not the case, 
and particularly so, since it is thought 
that confusion has been caused 
through the publication <if ihp naine 
of another BUHngton In a locptit Drit- 
Ish casualty list. Lieut. Dilllnstun 
was at last accounts en route to the 
Dardanelles. 

Edward Eric BilUngton was boin 
just outside the. city of Liverpool. 
England, In which city he afterwards 
attended the university, in 1911 he 
came to McGlll and was admitted to 
third year mining in the Faculty o! 
Applied Science. This course he fol- 
lowed to Its completion, securing his 
U. Sc. degree In 1913, and his M.Sc. 
degree in 1914. 

Before be left England, Lieut. Bil- 
Ungton had acquired a reputaUon as 
a football player which was widely 
recognized. As a three-quarter bacit 
at the English Rugby game, he was 
well known throughout the North of 
England. Upon entering McUIU, Bil- 
Ungton immediately turned out with 
tlic" English Rugby squad. Iirlng h 
tower of strength on the backfield. 
'i'lie year foUoAving his entry, he 
beramc a member of the sen- 
ior intercollegiate football squad, soon 
adapting himself to the changed style 
of play, and displaying remarkable 
ability as an all-round kick. For 
three sessions "Billy" was the star 
centre half-back of the senior team, 
being known and recognized as one of 
the best, if not the best, punter, in the 
Dominion. During the season of 1913 
he was the mainstay of the McOIIl 
team, and in the play-off at Ottawa 
with Toronto was seen at his best. 
Ho was the Ijright star of the 
afternoon, time after time running 
through brokrn fields for gain, while 
his puntliiK and drop-kicking wa.s one 
of the deeldiiiK features of the game. 

After graduation, BilUngton scrured 
a position with a coal mining concern 
in the Province of Alberta, Last 
spring, when he heard of the forma- 
tion of the McGlll Overseas Company, 
now attached to the Princess Patri- 
cia's Canadian Light Infantry, he im- 
mediately volunteered bis services to 
Captain Oregon Barclay, the 0. C, in 
any capacity. He was told that there 
were no vacancies In the company for 
officers, and that be must join as a 
private. This he did. Within a few 
days, however, after enlisting he se- 
cured his commission In the Royal 
Knpinorrs. and early in' the summer 
crossed to England. 

Lieut. Uillington married on March 
11 last -Miss Edith R. tRobln) Milson, 
a graduate of Mr.Glll in Music 'It. 
Mrs. BilUngton accompanied her hus- 
band to KnRland. 

The death of Lieut. Uillington was 
reported at on earlier date this sum- 
mer, but no confirmaUon was found 
I for the rumor. He was a member of 
j Epsilon Phi Fraternitr. 

"He was one of the best and most 
I brilliant of our younser graduates," 
said Dr. Frank D. Adams, Dean of the 
Faculty of Applied Science, to the Mc- 
Glll Daily last night, "a great favorite 
among his classmates and very highly 
thought of by the Faculty." 

"An extremely able man," said Dr. 
J. Bonsall Porter, Professor of .Min- 
ing, who doubts very much the auth- 
enticity of the report. "He was a 
man of esccptlonally high character, 
a fellow who combined a very high 
moral character with a great deal of 
good fellowship.'' Dr. Porter cabled

RUSTY LAING 
RETURNS HOME 



Graduate in Architecture is on 
Four Months' Leave. 



WOUNDED IN RIGHT ARM 



Hopes to Rejoin His Regiment, 
the 24th, By April 
the 1st. 



Ueuti, Murdoch ("Rusty") Laing, 
Arch, '15, 24th Victoria Rifles, as the 

result of a gunshot wound In his right 
arm, Is home on four months' leave. 
Lieut, Laing left Canada with his 
regiment about May 1, and after three 
or four months at Shomcllff, proceed- 
ed to Trance about the month of Sep- 
tember. Five weeks after his arrival 
at the front, he was wounded and 
passed through No. 4 Field Ainl)u- 
lance, No, 3 Casualty Clcariug Sta- 
tion, No. 1 Ambulance train, No. 3 
British General, and tbenccs to the 
Free Hospltol, London. On sufficient 
recovery, Lieut. Laing returned home. 

Intcivlewed last night by a Daily 
representaUve, "Rusty" related a few 
of his experiences during his brief so- 
journ in France. The trenches are 
aboitt thirty yards apart, and when 
the weather Is fine everything is O.K., 
tliough the trenches are never dry ; 
Iml wiicn it ruins, the conditions are 
anything but conducive to comfort. 
Lots of bombs, "Jack Johnsons," 
shrapnel, Fiench mortars, "coal- 
boxes" and "whiz-bangs" to break the 
nonotiony, During his stay it was 
really very quiet where the regiment 
was stationed, and they did not ex- 
perience any real fighUng with the 
enemy. However, they were continu- 
ally under fire, their casualties aver- 
aging three or four a day. They knew 
practically noticing about the war 
outside of their two or three hundred 
yards of iicnchcs. 

"Rusty" sow tho No. 6 Field Ambu- 
lance in w>'rl. were a lot of .McUill 
men. 'l\. z A!i>!u,luncc was stationed 
only five ;iii:.>:s orliiud the t.rr.rli ;'nc, 
and -seeinid to l)c having a rather 
"soft" time. The men served In the 
trenches in relays, six days in, afte: 
which they were relieved and sent 
back to the billets for six days. While

up cuiry day to dig trenches, so that 
Uie stay in the trenches was foully 
easier than that spent In billets. 

Lieut. Laing stated that ho had 
heard something of the C.O.T.C. con- 
troversy, and ho declared the .itate- 
ment, that the standing of a CO. T.C. 
lieutenant was not recognized by other 
regiments, to be absolutely false. As 
a proof of this, he cited his own ex- 
perience, lie received his commis- 
sion In the C.O.T.C. on a Saturday, 
and on the following Monday ho re- 
ceived his appolntjiient a.= a lieuten- 
ant in the 21th Victoria Rifles. With 
lesard 10 the enlistment of students, 
Lieut. Laing declared that there were 
only two really substantial reasons 
which might prevent the majority of 
McGill studenu from enlisting. These 
were (1) that they are physically un- 
fit, (2) or that their nerves are In that 
parUcular condition which Is com- 
monly called cowardice. He said the 
First Division had shown up well, and 
that the Second, although as yet un- 
tried, was doing excellent work. 

"it Is not a gentlemanly act to stay 
nt homo and let .'■omo one else fight 
for you. When under shell fire it is 
only the fool who is not scared; but a 
man always carries out his duty, even 
though scared for his life." 

Lieut. Laing .stated that five out of 
six officers in his company were Mc- 
Gill men, and four of them are now 
casualties. Besides these, there were 
several privates ardent children of the 
red and white. The following are the 
four MeOill officers wounded: Lieut. 
V, B. Diuclos, wounded in the back, 
now back on duty; Captain D. H. T. 
Mackenzie, wounded on aide of hii 
liead by a shrapnel, now recovered 
and is in England on six weeks leave; 
Lletit. H. A. Kennedy, of Science, bark 
in England with the fever; Captain 
Sutherland. .Science '14, slightly 
wounded by a "roal Ikix," now back 
on duty. Incidentally, Murdocd mon- 
tioned thfl fact that In his platoon 
there wrie six Americans, and that 
one of these was the son of a railroad 
president in the United States.

Xhefiillmitofi Rumour 



At a late hour yesterday afternoon it was reported that 
Lieut. Eric Billington had been killed in action. The informa- 
tion reached Montreal in a roundabout way and there is good 
reason to believe that it is incorrect, as some of Lieutenant Bil- 
lington's close friends in Montreal would almost certainly have 
been notified; furthemiore, cables would almost certainly have 
been sent to his aunt living in New York or his cousin in resi- 
dence at the Royal Victoria College. 

Billington is a man of whom McGill has good reason to be 
Very proud. He took his B. Sc. degree at the University of Liv- 
erpool and originally came to McGill intending to take a partial 
course in certain mining subjects, but he quickly became iden- 
tified with McGill. After two years of excellent undergraduate 
work in Mining he won the Douglas Fellowship and became Dr. 
Porter's special research assistant on the investigation of Cana- 
dian coals. In due course, Billington took his degrees of B. Sc. 
and M.Sc., and left the University first to work as Dr- Porter's 
private assistant in preparing the coal report for publication, 
then as a member of the staff of the Dominion Coal Company at 
Sydney, and later as Surveyor and Assistant Engineer of the In- 
ternational Coal and Coke Company at Coleman, Alberta. He re- 
•igned the latter post last spring to retui*n to England where he 
was given a commission in the Royal Engineers. 

Billington's academic career has been given in detail above, 
because that part of his life — in spite of its success — is probably 
unfamiliar to the majox'ity of McGill men. It is scarcely neces- 
sary to say anything of his part in athletics and college affairs in 
general. He was a magnificent football player, and for two years 
at least his name was the most familiar and the most praised 
in all Canadian Intercollegiate Rugby. 

The Daily is so full of hope that the report of the death of 
Lieutenant Billington is incorrect that it wishes this noMce to ap- 
pear merely as an appreciation of one of our men at the front, but 
should it be true that Billington's name must be added to the 
Roll of Honor, McGill has good reason to place his name very 
high in that noble list as an exceptionally able student, a mag- 
. nificent sportsman, a man of very strong yet simple religious be- 
,lief and a very thorough gentleman.

If there is one characterization which marks college work, 
it is the tendenoy to give all one's powers to the thinur in hand, to 
"hit it hard" while one is interested in it. So with all due re- 
spect, there is perhaps nothing which tends more to disgruntle 
the average college man with a course than a professor's drag- 
ging out a lecture or recitation after it has lost all its vitality. 
How often do we encounter the instructor whose lecture, plan- 
ned In advance, comes to it.s logical conclusion at the end of 40 or 
45 minutes, and who, to save his conscience from being troubled 
by the fact that he had wasted valuable minutes, goes off on 
some extraneous tangent to the subject, the poor presentation 
and illogical arrangement of which nullifies much of the good ef- 
fect of what has preceded, or who gibly states, "We still have 
about 15 minutes; has not someone a question to ask, a difficulty 
to bring up?" Then some perpetual pest rises with a problem of his 
own, which is probably perfectly clear to the rest of the class, 
and which he himself could easily clarify by conference with the 
professor after the rest of the class had been dismissed. 

In either case, it is a poor conclusion to a job well begun, 
and the pity of it Is that the strung-out lecture is so often at- 
tempted. The discourse should last as long as the lecturer is able 
to impress the auditors with the fact that he is presenting vital, 
pungent material, and then comes to a forceful conclusion, wheth- 
er that eondttsioii be At the end of thirty minutes or irixtjr*

Will Add Department at IVarsaw Uni 
verslty. 

A Berlin despatch, via Sayvllle 
says: Publication of the new charter 
of Warsaw University, recently re- 
opened, shows the establishment ot a 
new department, and develops that the 
addition of others is contemplated, the 
Overseas News Agency announces. 
There had been three deoartments in 
the tmiversity. one of poliUcal econ- 
omy, one of philosophy and one of 
mathematics and natural sciences. 
There has now been added a prepara- 
tory medical school, and the establish- 
ment of complete departments of medi- 
cine and theology is planned. 

The charter states the official lan- 
guage of the university is Polish, in 
which all lectures are to be delivered. 
The use of foreign languages is sanc- 
Uoned only in courses of instruction 
iu them^ 

The charter states that the univer- 
sity is founded foir scientific Instruc- 
tion and research "Independent of 
party strife."

CIKMIBTRT PLAIT IS BRITAIN. 

London, England — Dr. 0. M. Fors- 
ter. speaking to the Society of Chemi- 
cal Industry, proposal the esUbllsh- 
raent of a department ot the board of 
trade to provide the state with chemi- 
cal knowledge necessary to its wel- 
fare. His scheme provided for a di- 
recting chemist having the qualifica- 
tions Of an ambassador and a mission- 
ary, assisted by four or five highly 
qualified chemists and a clerical staff 
of eight or ten. A sum of £6,000 per 
annum, he thought would cover the 
necessary outlay In salaries and equip- 
ment. He hoped th#t as a result ot 
the scheme, there would bo a distri- 
bution ot chemical Information to in- 
quirers and manufacturers seeking 
new developments, or desiring to im- 
prove existing processes, and a collec- 
tion of information regarding the 
most suitable materials for consiruct- 
ing chemical plant and apparatus on a 
manufacturing scale, also the most 
convenient sources of supply for such 
apparatus. A new tradition of state 
service would, he concluded, be built 
up, a tradition which nil knew to be a 
vital thing at the present tinle.

"Cigarettes are more harmful than 
cigars and other forms of tobacco be- 
cause they contain less nicotine." 

Prof. C. W. Greene, of the School of 
Medicine, of the University of Mis- 
souri, made this apparently self-con- 
tradictory statement In a talk the 
other day. 

"The mildness of cigarettes," con- 
tinued Prof. Greene, "causes deeper 
inhalation, and therefore more ab- 
sorption of nicotine. Dccause of the 
small amount, the ."ilight stimulation 
to the body cells of the nicotine alka- 
loid soon wears off, and drpressioi 
sets in. Then the smoker resorts to 
another cigarette to rid himself of the 
depression. 

"This continued smoking of cigar- 
ettes keeps a larger percentage of 
nicotine In the system than when 
cigars are used. Owing to the larger 
amount of nicotine in one cigar, the 
stimulation and dépression both are 
longer, The temptation is not bo great 
to smoke another strongly exhilarat- 
ing cigar as it is to puff a .^lightly 
pleasurable cigarette. It's ihv quan- 
tity of cigarettes a user smokes that 
makes them dangerous, although a 
single one rniitaiiis only a small am- 
ount of nicotine. Nicotine lowers the 
efficiency of both body 
the long depression and by Its dL-or- 
ganlzatlon of the normal functions of 
the body's organs and it shortens life. 
' "When the nicotine, an alkaloid sim- 
ilar to morphine and cocjiinr, inters 
the .System, It l.s taken to 'he body cells. 
It acts most on the nerve cells. .Nico- 
tine stimulates the nerve cells to un- 
natural activity, followed by a long 
period of depression. For example, it 
.stimulates the heart by acting on the 
controlling nerves, and then depresses 
it. The heart refuses to respond and 
pump the blood properly when you 
take violent exercise. The case is the 
same with the expansion of the blood- 
veswils, the digestive system and the 
other organs. 

"Are the normal actions resumed 
when the alkaloid has been oxidized 
and thrown off? If no more t/ibacco 
was smoked, they would. But It is a 
peculiarity of all alkaloids that when 
the depression sets in, the user will 
avail himself of the drug to cheer 
himself up. Thus the tobacco creates 
its own rndless chain, and keops the 
cells constantly uwi'v the Influence 
of nicotine.

metal. Wood engraving for a century 
after Its introduction to Europe was 
used chiefly for the painting of play- 
ing cards, but upon the discovery of 
the art of printing. Its developme- 
was very rapid. Illustration of boona 
by means of wood cuts became a sim- 
ple matter, and the dissemination of 
books helped on the art. In fact, 
until quite recent times wood cuts 
were one of the chief means of illus- 
trating periodicals, books, etc. ît is 
possible that the types for printing 
were originally suggested by the wood 
cuts, as in both the printing surface 
arc in relief with the background cut 
away. In other forms of engraving 
the design It cut through the surface 
into ihe metal. The principle Is just 
the opposite to that of wood engrav- 
ing. Its discovery was made in the 
early part of the 15th century. The 
silversmith was accustomed to en- 
grave on silver by means of Incised 
lines, and a method of filling these 
lines with a mixture of silver and lean 
was used, giving a dark effect to the 
ornamentation and contrasting well 
with the brightness of the silver. I 
may say, In passing, this method of 
employing silver and lead Is known 
as "niollo." In the carrying out oi 
their designs the craftsmen wished to 
get some idea how they were going tu 
look, and an Italian named Pmt-

With llieii- linillefl 
means it was iiixt to impossible m 
get a good proof until a later discov- 
ery was made, namely, that of the 
roller press, and to-day, after cen- 
turies have elapsed, engravers and 
etchers are using similar presses to 
the first one Invented, little or noth- 
ing having been accomplished in the 
way of improving It. I should like to 
draw your attention to a great diffei- 
ence in the results of printing troni 
wood cuts, and from metal plates. In 
the wood cuts all lines, whether thick 
or thin, print with an even density, 
making varying thicknesses of line 
one of Ihe few means of getting grad- 
ation. In engraving on metals a fine- 
ly incised line is shallow as well as 
thill, and the line of ink is suffieicntiy 
transparent for Ihe paper to affect 
the lone, while with the heavily In- 
cised lines they arc both broad and 
deep and hold a correspondingly 
heavy and dense body of ink. Thus 
from very fine lines to very heavy 
ones, there is a great possible range 
of values, wMcb Is denied to the wooa 
cut. This makes engraving on metal 
a much more, perfect art than the 
former. 

"Now, having stated the fundamen- 
(al differences between wood engrav- 
ing and engraving on metals, it will 
be necessary to further distliiguiKh 
between Une engraving and etching. 
Line engraving is done by ( iitliiiK into 
or engraving the surface of the metal, 
while In etching the lines arc eaten 
into the metal by means of an ncld or 
mordant. The difference in character 
of the lines is very marked. In the 
line engraving they are clean cut and 
sharp; in the etching, rugged and 
rough. The former Is of necessity 
restrained owing to the difficulties of 
cutting through the metal. The latter 
Is as free as the etcher likes to mnke 
II. The needle glides over the surface 
of the metal subject only to the re- 
Istraints he himself commands. Wltn 
all modern mctl-ods of reproduction, 
line engraving has almost become a 
thing of the past, but as regards etch- 
ing from its rc-binh in the nilddli' of 
the last century and the );i eai impetn.^
